Arthur was associated in business with 
Ray. 

Thomas Watkins, 2 years old, 2111 Wal- 
nut street, also a witness or a participant, 
at the hospital, badly beaten. 

Ray owned a saloon and “club’’ at 2135 
Market street and had living rooms above, 
where he resided until a few weeks ago 
with his wife, Lizzie Ray, a beautiful 
mulatto, whom he brought to St. Louis 
from New York ten years ago. She was 


. formerly known as Lizzie Randal). 


The police say that bad feeling has ex- 
isted between Ray and Grimes, proprietor 
of the Falstaff, for some time, and that. 
threats were made by Ray that ‘one of us | 
has got to get out of business.”” The police | 
tleo say that when Ray went to the Fal- 
Staff Monday night it was’ with a threat 
against Grimes. 


Wife Left Him. 
Saloon Was Sold. 


At the Falstaff Ray found William North, 
the negre for whom Ray's wife deserted 
him two weeks ago. She is said to have 
sold his Market street saloon while he 
was out of the city and embezzled the 
$2000 which she received for it.

He drove 
fast horses to swell rigs, wore handsome 
clothes, big diamonds, dressed his wife in 
the height of style and had a large influ- 
ence in polities among his own people. 

He was sometimes called “turncoat,” be- 
cause of his constant courting of the party 
in power. He was envied b) other sporting 
negroes because of his fix vunted “pull” with 
the authorities, a “pull by the aid of 
which he has been credited with openly 
operating gambling dens.

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NO ONE HELD FOR 
LITTLER'S DEATH 


Coroner’s Jury Declares That Police- 
men Shot in Defense of Their 
Own Lawes. 


WITNESSES TELL OF THE FIGHT 


Young Man Declares He Saw Hotel 
Man Hastening in Pursuit of 
Officer Mackle. 


The verdict of the coroners jury in the 
inquest to determine the responsibility for 
the death of Joseph Littler, part proprietor 
of the Bachelor saloon and hotel, Ewing 
avenug and Olive street, .was that he 
‘“‘came to his death from a bullet from the 
pistol of either Policeman Maxwell or 
Mackle, while they were shooting in de- 
ferse of their own lives.’’ 

Fourteen witnesses were examined by 
Deputy Coroner O'Keefe, Coroner Funk- 
houser assisting in the exaanination by fre- 
quently suggesting questions. 

The story of the fight was clearly brought 
out. It was that Littler had taken a strong 
dislike to Policeman Mackle and had more 
than once ordered Mackle and his partner, 
Patrolman Joseph Miller, from his saloon. 

They tnsisted on visiting his place, never- 
theless, doing so Saturday night about 11:45 
o’clock. On this occasion Littler uséd forci- 
ble language in ordering them from his es- 
tablishment. 

Miller then returned to the Manchester 
avenue station while Mackle continued to 
walk his beat across the street from the 
Bachelor Hotel. 


Met Mackle in 
Front of Saloon. 


About 1:30 Littler left his saloon for his 
hcme. While standing on the northwest 
corner of Twenty-ninth and Olive streets, 
in frent of the Falstaff saloon, he encount- 
ered Mackle. Mackle's right to enter the 
saloon was. again denied by Littier, and 


loud words folluwec. The argument ended 
when Mackle struck Littler over the head 
with his club. knocking him down. One 
witness stated that he,.heard Mackle re- 
mark ase he struck Littler that the latter 
had called him a vile name which he would 
permit no man to apply to him. 

Littler then went into the Falstaff, evi- 
déntly seeking a weapon. and, finding none, 
cressed to his own saloon, where he se- 
cured a weapon. 3 

Then he rushed across to the Falstaff 
corner and inquired which way Mackle had 
gone. Learning that he had gone west, he 
hurried after him.

The official confirmation of the fact is contained in a dispatch from 
Russian Viceroy Alexieff at Port Arthur to the Czar as follows: 

“I most respectfully inform your majesty that at or about midnight 
of Feb. 8-9, Japanese torpedo boats made a sudden attack by means of 
mines upon the Russian squadron in the outer roads of the fortress of 
Port Arthur, in which the battleships Retvizian and Cesarevitch and the 
cruiser Pallada were damaged. An inspection is being made to ascertain 
the character of the damage. Details are following for your majesty.’’ 

Baron Hayashi, the Japanese ministes, today received a cable an- 
nouncing the departure of the Japanése fleet for the Yellow Sea. While 


he had_no news of the engagement off Port Arthur, the minister was 


aware that Japan intended throughout this war to employ torpedo boats 
to the fullest possible extent. 

It is plainly the purpose of Japan to destroy the Russian squadron 
or bottle it up in Port Arthur and keep it there by blockade. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 9.—News that Japanese had duplicated 
her tactics at the opening of the Chino-Japanese war by a torpedo at- 
tack on the Russian ships of Port Arthur created intense excitement. 
Details of the attack are anxiously awaited. Extra editions of the 
morning papers printed early in the forenoon, after the appearance of 
the Official Messenger, conveyed the intelligence to the population of 
the capital and dispelled any lingering hopes that war could be averted. 

The Czas and his ministers, who had been informed immediately of 
the receipt of Viceroy Alexieff’s telegram, accepted the gage and pre- 
pared to face the reality of war. 

The OCzar’s manifesto declaring a state of war to exist is expected 
to be issued tomorrow at the latest.

LONDON. Feb. 9.—The naval men in 
London regarded the result of Japan's first 
attaek with torpedo boats on the Russian 
fleet off Port Arthur as being a stagger- 
ing one. They pointed out that Viceroy 
Alexieff's reference to ‘‘mines’’ obviously 
meant ‘torpedoes,’ and said that if the 
Russian vessels had been struck by White- 
head torpedoes they probably have been 
sunk or are resting in the mud of Port 
Arthur, at any rate out of action for a 
considerable time, 


Russian fleet off Port Arthur created con- 
sternation here. The officials of the for- 
eign office here were among the first to re- 
ceive the information and their advices 
were similar to those of the St. Petersburg 
Official Gazette, showing that two Russian 
battleships and one cruiser were damaged 
and also showing that four torpedo boats 
made the attack. 

An official of the foreign office said: “It 
is profoundly to be regretted that such a 
decisive step has: been taken, as it term- 
inates the efforts the powers might have | 


made to avert actual warfare.”’

It is said 
that members of the council of ministers 
expressed astonishment at the alleged neg- 
ligence of the commanders of the Russian 
ships in permitting the Japanese to sur- 
prise them. 

The Japanese legation announces that 
Japan has vegueesss China to declare coal 
contraband of war. The effect of this 
would be to cut off the main coal su ly 
of the Russian fleet at Port Arthur. he 
legation officials add that China's continu- 
ance of supplying the Russians with coal 
would be a breach of neutrality. 


BERLIN, Feb. 9.—Japan’s initial suc- 
cess in the first attack with torpedo boats 
on the Russian fleet off Port Arthur pro- 
duced a deep impression both on the peo- 
ple and military and naval critics here. 

Groups gathered around the distributors 
of the “extras’’ in the streets and read 
the news almost with exclamations of 
gladness. The comment at the marine de- 
partment was that even the temporary 
disablement of three warships placed the 
Russians at a great disadvantage in the 
future operations. 

It was added that the torpedoing of 
the enemy's vessels lying under powerful 
land batteries must have been carried out 
daringly and skillfully. 


THE RUSSIAN SHIPS 
THAT WERE SERIOUSLY 
DAMAGED BY TORPEDOES. 


Following is a description of the Russian 
ship torpedoed by the Japanese: 

The battleship Retvizan was built by 
the Cramps at Philadelphia. She is 12,- 
700 tons displacement, has 16,000 indicated 
horse power and had a speed 18 knots 
per hour. Her armor is of Krupp, steel, 
from 4 to 10 inches in thickness, and her 
armament consists of four 12-inch guns, 
12 6-inch guns, 24% 3-inch guns and 26 
smaller rapid-fire guns. 

The Cesarevitch is a battleship of 13,110 
tons, built in France. In armor, arma- 
ment and speed she about equals the Ket- 
vizan, 

‘ne Pallada is a cruiser of 6630 tons. 
She was built in Germany and was com- 
pleted in 1w2. Her armament consists of 
six 6-inch guns, 20 3-inch guns and eight 

-inch guns. Her speed is estimated at 
20 Knots. 
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EVANS’ CRUISER

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Orders wiil be 
cabled today to Rear-Admiral Evans to 
send his cruiser squadron, consisting of 
the Alliance, New Orleans,, Raleigh and 
Cincinnati, from Subig Bay, Philippine Is- 
lands, to some point in Chinese waters 
yet to be determined, for the purpose of 
observing. the naval operations.

Jan Janajek, Once an Sg in Ba- 
varian Passion Play,. Now a 
Helpless Beggar. 


Jan Janajek, formerly of Oberammergau, 
Bavaria, where he took part In the pas 
gion play in 1890, now a beggar, helpless 
from the constant use of morphine, w45 
given shelter in the Belleville city jail Mon- 
day night. 

Janajek’s strength of features, Ifis wealth 
of rich brown hair, the reddish brown 
pointed beard, and withal his raggedness 
and beggarly clothing, impressed the po- 
lice, and before morning they had learned 
his life story. 

Janajek was born in Oberammergau % 
years ago. With the other natives of the 
village where the sacred play is presented 
each ten years as a religious duty, he 


lived to make himself acceptable as an 
actor in the great play. 

Nothing in the appearance of men por- 
trayed in the play was overlooked in his 
personal training or appearance. 

Soon after he played the minor part in 
the production of 1890, he set out for 
America to work at his trade of cooper, 
intending to return after he had seen some 
of the world. 

His habits were well formed and he still 
tried to live up to his ideal, and says he 
succeeded until he was wounded in an ac- 
cident in San Francisco several years ago 
and morphine was used in his hospital 
treatment 

After leaving the hospital he was unabie 
to shake off the use of morphine and it 
dragged him down. He left his wife and 
two children and became a wanderer. Re- 
cently he: has been living in St. Louis, 
where his existence was among the most 
degraded and extremely recarious. He 
left St. Louis to seek scmething better. The 
extreme cold drove him to the police sta- 
tion for shelter.

The side streets, from the corner 
Sharpe and Liberty to Baltimore, 
to the harbor, are in similar wreck.

Despite the fact that the verdict in the. Butler case was 
reached under the forms of law, with fair rulings which af-
